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On 16 August LIANG Kuen ( ye 4), commander of the Chungshanhsien Independent 
Regiment, and his entire regiment defected from the Chinese Communists and 
withdrew into the hills in that area. Immediately after, all commanders © ° 

local militia units in the Ts'uiheng (i . ) end Chtungehong (PF & ) ares, 
Chungshanhsien, were deteined for questioning, and all the weenons of these units 
were seized by Chinese Communist military euthorities in Chungshanhsien. During 
nidSeptember military units in the Tukueishan (#. 4 41), Chétenshan (113-32, 
22~1h), and Tiangchishuan (113-36, 22-22) areas vere under close surviell ance 

by military authorities in those areas. : 


In early September an emergency existed in the Ch'aoan (116-37, 23+1)2) m 
Swatow area, Kwangtung. Since wid~Mugust the Government, military organs and 
supplies were being evacuated from this area to the ‘isingning (115-9, 2h~Oh) 
-Neihsien (116-Li, 2522) avea, sauth Rangel. 


On 11 September, 1,700 militia troops from the ast iver area, Kwangtung, 
left Canton for Ch'uchiang (113-33, 2l—50) for regrouping in that area, 


On t September a platoon of the 2 Anti-Aircraft artillery Kattalion, headquarters 
in Canton, arrived in Yolin, Hainan, from the Canton area by water with three 
7.62 mm mti-aircreft gujs, and is now stationed at Sanya /irfield. 
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
